The evolution of the text book in 
the United States was the subject of 
the talk made by E. D. Burbank ut 
the Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
last Tuesday. He spoke of two text 
book publishers and the important 
part they have played in the educa¬ 
tion of our people. One was Mr. 
Larkin, who furnished the horse that 
Paul Revere made his historical ride 
upon, and the other A. B. Ginn of 
Boston, the publisher of a great 
number of text books. Mr. Larkin 
revised and published the “New Eng¬ 
land Primer” which was used over 
a continuous period of two hundred 
years, leaving a deep impress upon 
all American educated people. Mr. 
Ginn introduced the important 
change in educational methods of 
having the student perform the ex¬ 
periments to be learned instead of 
memorizing it by watching the in¬ 
structor. Mr. Burbank’s speech was 
most interesting and was greatly 
appreciated by the luncheon guests.

NEW NORRIS STORE 

OPENS THIS WEEK 


Sierra Madre’s pioneer among the 
retail merchants moved into the 
newest up-to-date store in town this 
| week. S. R. Norris, a leading re¬ 
tailer since 1887, opened to the pub- 
! lie his new building at the corner 
of Central and Lima, with a finely 
stocked and equipped grocery, mar¬ 
ket and general merchandise store. 

Mr. Norris has been kept busy re¬ 
ceiving the congratulations of friends 
as he could steal time from the 
pressure of a multitude of details in¬ 
cident to the opening of the store, 
the special sale and pure food show. 
The latter has been staged by man¬ 
ufacturers’ representatives, demon¬ 
strating numerous food products for 
the edification of housewives, and 
the delight of all who will stop to 
. taste their wares. 

Handsome Front 

The new Norris building is 50x90 
feet, with a large basement stock 
room at the rear. The front pre¬ 
sents a fine expanse of display win- 
dows, recessed to present an arcade 
; of three spans. 

Entrance will be made through 
the side spans. The central span in 
front of the door way is planned 
| as a planting space for shrubbery, 
with a drinking fountain immediate- 
! ly behind it. 

Entering the store, one finds the 
regular retail departments, confec¬ 
tionery, tobacco, bakery goods, etc., 
along the right hand wall. At the 
| rear in the center is the meat mar¬ 
ket, with display cases and big re¬ 
frigerator kept thoroughly cold by 
pipes from the refrigerating plant 
in the basement. On the right is 
the display case for creamery pro¬ 
ducts, similarly cooled. In the rear 
of this is the wrapping department 
for the delivery clerks, taking this 
operation away from the retail 
counters. 

; At the left of the meat depart¬ 
ment is the cashier’s desk and office 
and in the rear of this is the ladies’ 
rest room. 

Down the broad center aisle of the 
store during the opening days the 
pure food demonstrations are taking 
place in decorated booths. 

Self-serve Department 

Occupying the west half of the 
store room and set apart by an en¬ 
closure of shelving and cabinets is 

ARCHITECT IS 

ALSO BUILDER 

H. N. Andrews, architect and su¬ 
perintendent of the Norris building, 
was formerly a resident of Sierra 
Madre, living on Auburn Ave., be¬ 
fore removing to Montrose. The de¬ 
gree to which he has succeeded in 
making attractive a building of the 
; workaday plainness of a grocery 
store is worthy of note. 

The most striking feature of the 
building is the front with its ar¬ 
cade entrances and attractive ex¬ 
panse of display windows. The little 
shrubbery bed in the center arch is 
not yet installed, but will serve a 
| two-fold purpose—that of making an 
unusual and attractive front, andal- 
so causing people to enter the store 
through the side archways and there¬ 
by to pass along the display win- 
: dows on one side or the other. 

In addition to designing the build¬ 
ing and superintending its construc¬ 
tion as a whole, Mr. Andrews took 
the general carpenter contract. Mr. 
Norris is most enthusiastic in his 
i praise of Mr. Andrews and his 
; work from start to finish.

To the casual observer the amount 
of cement and concrete entering into 
the Norris building it not much in 
evidence. The building is only one 
story high, but is so constructed as 
to admit of another being added. 
The steepness of the hillside also 
'necessitated a very deep excavation 
for the basement beneath the rear 
end. For these reasons Contractor 
Harvey Steinberger had to put a 
great deal more concrete into the 
job than the size of the biulding 
might lead one to suspect. In fact 
at the extreme rear end the base¬ 
ment floor is practically two stories 
under ground. The basement is en¬ 
tirely floored and walled with con¬ 
crete, and the foundations are like¬ 
wise of concrete. Mr. Steinberger’s 
contract also included the expanse 
of cement walk in front of the store 
and through the arcade entrance. 

As an old neighbor of the Norris 


: the newest merchandising system in¬ 
troduced into Sierra Madre. It is 
the Spartan Self-serve cash and car¬ 
ry department. One enters the en- 
| closure, selects groceries or house¬ 
hold hardware, notions etc., from the 
plainly marked stock, takes the ar¬ 
ticles to the cashier and pays and 
takes them away. 

Mr. Norris expects this to be a 
big feature of the new store. The 
elimination of credit, telephone calls 
clerkhire and delivery makes possible 
l substantial savings in the cost of 
operation which can be passed on to 
the customer. 

In the spacious basement abundant 
storage room is provided. Incoming 
freight is slipped ( down a long chute 
directly from the rear door of the 
building. 

New Features 

The automatic refrigerating plant 
and ice making machine in the base¬ 
ment is the first installed in a Sierra 
Madre store. It will have a capacity 
of a ton of ice daily in addition to 
cooling the big refrigerator and dis¬ 
play cases. No ice, however, will be 
made for the present. 

By installing this plant Mr. Nor¬ 
ris follows the policy of his whole 
36 years in business. Each of his 
three stores represented a distinct 
advance for the time in which it 
was built. Mr. Norris brought the 
first computing scale to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, and pioneered with many other 
features which later became com¬ 
monplace and taken for granted. 

Store Personel 

Mr. Norris is fortunate, as he 
reaches the stage in his career where 
he feels like sharing the store re¬ 
sponsibilities, in having associated 
with him his son and daughter, 
George Norris and Mrs. Stella Den- | 
nison, who have virtually grown up 
with the business and are familiar j 
with its every detail. 

The cashier who will take toll at j 
the Self-serve gateway and also 
serve as general bookkeeper is Mrs. 
Elizabeth Scott. The meat depart¬ 
ment is in the capable hands of 
F. L. C. Roess. 

Assistants in the grocery depart¬ 
ment are Elmer McElroy and Mr. 
Norris’s niece, Miss Marian Decker.! 
The delivery force, preserving con¬ 
tact between store and customer on 
|the outside, consists of Jack Osgood,! 
i George O’Banion and Gaston Pesce. 

j stores, Contractor Steinberger used to 
buy his chewing gum and candy 
| there long before he ever laid any j 
concrete. So it was particularly ap¬ 
propriate that he should have a hand j 
in the building of the newest store 
of Sierra Madre’s pioneer grocer.

Co., came most of the materials en- ! 
tering into the Norris building. 
Lumber, lime, cement, sash, doors, 
etc., were all furnished though the 
local yard of which E. P. Bradford 
is the hustling and efficient manager. 

As one of the big lumber com- ! 
panies of the Pacific Coast, the 
Blinn company has yards in a dozen 
cities, supplied from the company’s 
own sources. Lumber comes from [ 
the company’s own forests in Oregon 
and Washington, is sawed in the 
company’s mills and shipped down 
the coast in the company’s boats. 
The finer grades are milled in the 
company’s own establishments and 
made up into sash, doors, cabinets 
and other builders’ supplies. In ad- j 
dition to lumber marketed through 
the companys’ own yards, The Blinn 
company does an immense wholesale 
business which serves a large num¬ 
ber of independent retailers.

(Conducted by National Council of tho Boy 
Scouts of America.) 


BOY SCOUTS HONOR HARDING 


The flags of 21.500 scout troops 
were lowered to hulf-staff In silent 
tribute to the memory of the nation's 
late head and honorary president of 
the Boy Scouts of America, upon the 
announcement of the death of Warren 
Q. Harding. On several thousand of 
the standards, coupled with crape were 
the President's streamers of red, 
white and blue, Mr. Harding's gift to 
the troops increasing their member¬ 
ship in the recent scout round-up— 
treasured mementoes of his warm 
sympathy and active support of the 
boy scout movement. 

From West to Hast boy scouts stood 
at attention In respect to the memory 
of the dead President, as the truln 
bearing the body of this great-hearted 
leader and devoted supporter of the 
scout movement passed on Its sad and 
Impressive transcontinental journey to 
the nation's capital. 

at practically every station in city, 
town and countryside on the route of 
the funeral train, regardless of hour 
or whether a stop was made, the 
scout contingent, usually the length of 
the train, was drawn up. Where stops 
were made, an offering of wild flow¬ 
ers, gathered by the scouts and sym¬ 
bolic of the outdoor life of scouting, 
wus placed aboard. 

In San Francisco twenty scouts of 
eagle rank escorted the funeral 
cortege. In Washington the tribute of 
esteem was rededieated by Colin H. 
Livingstone, president of the Boy 
Scouts of America, James E. West, 
chief scout executive, other scout offi¬ 
cials, and a delegaton of sqouts to 
whom a special place In the funeral 
services was assigned. 

Boy scouts have cherished memories 
In tiie repeated manifestations of both 
the President and Mrs. Harding as to 
their keen appreciation of the funda¬ 
mental values of scouting in character 
building and citizenship training. The 
annals of the Boy Scouts of America 
contain no finer tribute than Mrs. 
Harding’s request that the scouts be 
Included in all arrangements on the 
recent trip for guarding the presi 
dential party, because ns she ex 
pressed it, she always felt better when 
the scouts were present. 

The following telegram was dis¬ 
patched to Mrs. Harding from the na 
tional office upon receipt of Informa 
tion of the President’s death: 

“Boy Scouts of America, 618,000 
scattered everywhere, are especially 
thoughtful of you in this hour of be¬ 
reavement. Pray that you will be 
sustained In strength and courage. Not 
only have we lost the President of our 
country, but an unusually sympathetic 
and helpful honorary president and 
friend of our organization. Believing 
It will have your approval we are ar 
ranging for a boy scout guard of honor 
at each railroad station through which 
vour train will pass.
